Third Day in 


JTARFA, Tex., Aug. 21.—As soon as 


.t was sufficiently light this morn- 
Ing to follow the trails, the American 
punitive expedition

up the handlt phase for the third day 
across the border. 
One column pick- 


ed up the hot trail oC two bandits 
believed to have been companions' of 
the two captured later yesterday by 
Captain Leonard Matlack. 


By sunrise airplanes left tho ground 


here for Presidio, 60 miles south, 
where a. flying field base for the ex- 
pedition has been established. 


Landing there and getting gasoline 


and oil. the airplanes flew across the 
Rio 
Grande 
over 
Palisades, 
near 


OJinaga, 
along 
tho 
Conchos river 


valley to pick up Oie trails. 
The 


cavalry resumed its work of scouting. 
Cavalry columns are searching out 
every canyon'which could possibly be 
the hiding place of the bandits. 


The wort of the aviators is con- 


sidered extremely dangerous because 
ther'o 
are 
few 
landing 
fields 
in 


Mexico. 
It is necessary to fly close 


to the ground, where the bandits may 
fire on them, as they did Tuesday. 
Flyers retiming long after dark last 
night to headquarters here, reported 
many narrow escapes.

"The professional man,

business.man. and the farmer a.re pay- 
ing much more than their share of 
taxeF, and the, rich, especially those 
with large incomes received from in- 
vestments in foreign corporations, are 
escaping with only a fraction ot what 
they should pay. 


"Men 
of wealth- In Massachusetts 


made their fortunes principally as a 


• result of labor of men and

working In factories. 


"The net income in 1017 of Individ- 


uals reporting net incomes In excess 
of $2000 yearly was more than $6DO,- 
000,000, a fabulous sum. Their Income 
In 191S is reported to he still higher. 
Tho policy alt over the world now re- 
quires that men with large incomes 
pay taxes .according to their wealth. 
and to their ability to pay by a grad- 
uated income tax.
